Moderate flooding at Georgetown with next tide cycle
Minor flooding elsewhere

LOCATION: Mainstem Potomac, James, and Appomattox Rivers

TIMING: Rivers are either at crest this morning or falling. Most should be below
flood levels by the end of Monday

NOTES: Another rainfall mid-week has the potential of seeing additional river
